Head  Prefect’s 

Graduation 

Address 

Delivered  June  12,  2019 

Fail  early,  and  fail  often. 

As  I  stand  up  here  and  look  across  the 
crowd,  all  I  can  think  is,  “Wow,  what 
a  bunch  of  failures.”  No,  there  wasn’t 
a  slip  of  the  tongue,  my  mic  didn’t  cut 
out,  and  no  bugs  flew  in  your  ears.  I 
said  failures,  and  I’ll  say  it  again.  You 
probably  took  great  offense  to  that,  and 
that  is  kind  of  what  I  am  trying  to  get  at 
today.  But  before  I  can  reconstruct  your 
interpretation  of  the  word  failure,  a  small 
tale  from  my  past. 

Once  upon  a  time,  grade  1 1  to  be  exact, 

I  applied  to  a  summer  program  at  Notre 
Dame.  This  summer  course  was  a  very 
exciting  opportunity  to  me,  as  Notre 
Dame  was  my  top  choice  for  US  colleges. 
Well,  for  about  a  month,  till  I  looked  at 
schools  in  California,  where  the  climate 
was,  oh,  marginally  warmer  than  that 
of  South  Bend,  Indiana.  I  digress.  The 
point  was,  this  program  was  huge  for 
me.  And  so,  I  wrote  the  essays,  filled 
out  the  information,  and  waited.  And 
waited.  And  waited.  Until  one  fateful  day 
in  April,  I  received  an  email  from  Notre 
Dame.  It  couldn’t  have  been  longer  than 
a  tweet,  and  it  read  something  along 
the  lines  of  “blah  blah  blah  after  careful 
consideration,  yadda  yadda,  regret  to 
inform  you,  bleep  blop,  not  a  reflection 
of  your  character,  very  competitive 
applicant  pool.”  You  know,  all  the  rejection 
verbiage  I  would  soon  become  very 
familiar  with. 

Anyway,  I  didn’t  get  in.  I  probably  should 
have  the  email  memorized  by  now,  as  I 
probably  read  it  20  times  hoping  it  would 
change.  I  figured  it  must  have  been  a 
mistake.  So,  once  I  realized  it  was  for 
real,  I  moped  about  for  a  couple  days. 

And  then  I  told  my  baseball  coach  at  the 
time  about  the  whole  process.  I  poured 
my  heart  out  onto  this  unsuspecting 
guy,  who  was  patient.  I  expressed  my 
frustrations  with  him,  and  how  I  felt  like 
a  failure,  the  word  I  used  to  address 


every  student  in  my  graduating  class 
when  I  got  up  here.  He  sat  for  a  second, 
contemplating,  not  saying  anything  at 
all.  His  first  question  was  “have  you 
never  gone  through  this  before?”.  I  was 
taken  aback  by  his  question.  But  the 
more  I  thought  about  it,  this  was  my  first 
significant  failure.  I  mean  sure,  I’d  lost 
finger  painting  competitions  as  a  yute, 

I’d  gotten  some  pretty  brutal  marks  on 
math  tests,  science  tests...  French  tests, 
art  tests  even.  But  this  was  the  first 
failure  that  felt  real,  and  had  real  world 
implications.  And  so  more  than  anything, 
and  more  than  ever  before,  I  felt  like  a 
failure. 

Failure,  again  the  word  I  used  to  address 
all  of  my  brothers  when  I  got  up  here,  is 
a  word  with  such  negative  connotations. 
Even  as  it  leaves  my  mouth  my  heart 
sinks  a  little,  the  word  tastes  sour  on  the 
way  out.  But  then  I  think  about  the  advice 
my  coach  left  me  with  after  hearing  my 
story.  He  told  me  that  “if  you’ve  never 
been  cut  from  any  teams  before,  you 
simply  haven’t  been  trying  hard  enough.” 

I  believe  what  my  coach  said  rings 
especially  true  today. 

While  we  celebrate  our  successes,  our 
failures  should  also  be  acknowledged. 
Failure  means  two  things.  The  first, 
is  that  you  didn’t  succeed.  This  is  the 
definition  and  nature  of  the  word.  The 
second  thing  is  that  it  means  you  tried. 
This  meaning  of  the  word  is  implied, 
and  therefore  often  overlooked.  Do  not 
undervalue  effort.  You  can  go  through 
your  whole  life  without  failing.  It  would  be 
pretty  easy,  I  imagine.  You  just  wouldn’t 
try  at  anything.  You  can’t  fail  if  you  don’t 
try.  You  can't  get  cut  from  a  baseball 
team  if  you  don’t  try  out.  And  you  sure  as 


hell  won’t  get  a  stupid  letter  of  rejection 
from  Notre  Dame  if  you  never  bothered 
to  apply. 

Therein  lies  the  beauty  of  failure.  All  of 
our  efforts,  all  the  hours  put  in  after 
class,  before  school  and  at  lunch,  are 
they  simply  wasted  if  we  don’t  get  in 
to  our  top  university  of  choice?  No! 

You  grew  as  a  person,  you  learned  the 
course  material,  even  if  only  a  small 
percentage,  and  all  of  this  through 
the  virtue  of  trying,  and  failing.  Look  at 
you,  you  failures.  Luke  Tao.  You  failed 
to  get  into  a  single  US  university,  out 
of  Harvard,  MIT,  Stanford  and  others. 

Max  Livingston.  Max  Livingston  started 
a  YouTube  channel  about  books.  Max, 
your  YouTube  channel  about  literature? 

An  absolute  failure.  Nick  Christoffersen. 

I  haven’t  checked  the  TFC  site,  but  I  can 
guarantee  you  haven’t  saved  every  shot 
taken  this  year.  I  can  also  guarantee 
everyone  in  this  graduating  class  has 
failed  at  something.  Luke  Tao,  I  come 
back  to  you.  Luke  Tao  founded  math 
club,  was  the  MVP  of  the  badminton 
team,  was  our  sports  prefect,  then  our 
academic  prefect,  and  was  accepted 
at  one  of  Canada’s  premiere  computer 
science  programs  at  Waterloo.  Max 
Livingston,  Even  if  no  one  ever  watches 
your  videos,  not  a  single  person,  you  still 
read  the  books,  you  still  took  the  time 
to  organize  your  thoughts  and  opinions, 
and  you  still  grew  as  a  person  as  a  result 
of  the  process.  Factfulness,  The  Prince, 
Heart  of  Darkness,  The  Alchemist,  and 
Moby  Dick,  just  to  name  a  few.  Nick 
Christoffersen.  You  haven’t  saved  every 
shot,  but  you’re  still  training  what  feels 
like  8  times  a  week,  learning  the  game, 
getting  stronger.  And  you  still  get  to  go  to 
UPenn  when  it’s  all  said  and  done. 

Everyone  at  this  school  has  two  things 
in  common;  we’ve  all  failed  at  something 
in  the  past  4  years,  and  we’ve  all  been 
fortunate  enough  to  do  it  in  as  safe 
an  environment  as  RSGC,  a  place 
where  failure  is  not  only  tolerated,  but 
encouraged,  A  place  where,  if  and  when 
you  fall,  you  won’t  have  two  hands,  or 
even  three,  reaching  to  pick  you  up. 
Rather,  the  united  hand  of  a  collective 
and  of  a  community.  A  place  where  you 
are  taught  to  play  out  of  your  league,  to 
push  boundaries,  and  to  fail  all  the  while. 

Think  not  of  these  failures  as  a 


commentary  on  success,  but  rather 
evidence  of  effort.  If  I  could  provide  one 
piece  of  advice  to  my  graduating  class 
of  brothers,  it  would  be  this:  Never  avoid 
trying,  in  fear  of  failure.  So,  brothers  get 
out  there,  and  keep  failing.  Fail  early,  and 
fail  often.
